1. Claims 1-11, 13-21, 23-33 are allowed. 

Claims 1,11, and 17 are independent claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1,11, and 17, the present invention from the current application discloses a 
printing process in which for " the encapsulating occurs at the imaging device, the page 
description language comprises page properties and one or more drawing elements, the one or 
more drawing elements comprise drawing element attributes, the drawing element attributes are 
determined by the scan function options, the scanned image data is encapsulated initially 
according to page properties determined by the scanner, the page properties are modified in 
accordance with the copy function options". 

The closest prior art such as Mukai (US 6,466,329 Bl) and Takahashi et al. (US 
6,424,429 Bl), which is recorded in the previous Office Action. However, the prior art above, 
and including an updated electronic text search, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
